• The minutes of the January meeting were accepted as presented. There are no minutes for February as the meeting 
was canceled due to weather. 

• Census surveys: Over 4700 replies received so far, a more than 20% return rate. 

• Replies received after the March 15 deadline will not be tallied but sign-ups for task groups will still be collected. 
Those received on paper have already been distributed to task group chairs; Josh is handling those received via 
Survey Monkey. The biggest sign-up is for Sustainable Arlington. There is also much interest in Education, which 
has no current task group because other groups like Stand for Children are active, but an Education task group should 

be re-started. 

• Josh reported that some 200 people attended a school budget meeting last night, showing much support for preserving 
art, music, and Metco despite a $3.5 million budget gap. 

• The Finance Committee approved the warrant article for $15,000 for the waterbodies fund.
